1.7. RESERVES 

1.7.1 Capital Replacement Reserve (CRR)

1.7.2 Housing Development Fund 

The Housing Development Fund was established in terms of the Housing 
1997). Loans from National and Provincial Government, used to finance hoi 
undertaken by the Municipality, were extinguished on 1 April 1998 and trans 
Development Fund.

In terms of the Constitution, this grant is used to subsidise the provision of basic services to indigent 
households. All registered indigents receive lOkI free water and 50kwh electricity per month, which is funded 
from this grant. 

Ali registered indigents receive a monthly subsidy as per approved budget, funded from this grant. Indigent 
subsidies is based on the cost of basic services for the geographical area concerned and range from R212 per 
month to R460 per month. (2010; R199 per month to R354 per month)

As the municipality has significant interest-bearing liabilities, the entity's income and operating cash flows 
are substantially dependent on changes in market interest rates. 

The municipality analyses its potential exposure to interest rate changes on a continuous basis. Different 
scenarious are simulated which include refinancing, renewal of current positions, alternative financing and 
hedging. Based on these scenarious, the entity calculates the impact that a change in interest rates will 
have on the surplus/deficit for the year. These scenarious are only simulated for liabilities which constitute 
the majority of interest bearing liabilities.

(d) Credit Risk 

Credit risk is the risk that a counter party to a financial or non-financial asset will fail to discharge an 
obligation and cause the municipality to incur a financial loss. 

Credit risk consist mainly of cash deposits, cash equivalents, trade and other receivables and unpaid 
conditional grants and subsidies. 

Trade and other debtors are disclosed net after provisions are made for impairment. Trade debtors 
comprise of a large number of ratepayers, dispersed across different sectors and geographical areas. 

Ongoing credit evaluations are performed on the financial condition of these debtors. Credit risk pertaining 
to trade and other debtors is considered to be moderate due the diversified nature of debtors and 
immaterial nature of individual balances. In the case of consumer debtors the municipality effectively has 
the right to terminate services to customers but in practice this is difficult to apply. In the case of debtors 
whose accounts become in arrears. Council endeavours to collect such accounts by "levying of penalty 
charges", "demand for payment", "restriction of services" and, as a last resort, "handed over for collection", 
whichever procedure is applicable in terms of Council's Credit Control and Debt Collection Bylaw. 


All rates and services are payable within 30 days from invoice date. Refer to note 13 & 14 for all balances 
outstanding longer than 30 days. These balances represent all debtors at year end which defaulted on their 
credit terms. Also refer to note 13 & 14 for balances included in receivables that were re-negotiated for the 
period under review. 

No trade and other receivables are pledged as security for financial liabilities. 


Due to the short term nature of trade and other receivables the carrying value disclosed in note 13 & 14 of 
the financial statements is an approximation of its fair value. Interest on overdue balances (rates) are 
included at prime lending rate plus 1% where applicable.

(e) Liquidity Risk 

Prudent liquidity risk management implies maintaining sufficient cash, the availability of funding through an 
adequate amount of committed credit faciiities. Due to the dynamic nature of the underlying business, the 
treasury maintains flexibility in funding by maintaining avaiiability under credit lines. 


The entity's risk to liquidity is a result of the funds available to cover future commitments. The entity 
manages liquidity risk through an ongoing review of future commitments and credit faciiities. 

The table below analyses the entity’s financial liabilities into relevant maturity groupings based on the 
remaining period at the financial year end to the contractual maturity date.
